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Colds, flu blow in with spring 


Allergies and sensitivities to 
dust and pollen begin with the 
change into spring-like weather. 
Student Health Director Vivian 
Young says. 

The weather change will not 
necessarily eliminate colds and 
respiratory infections of recent 
weeks. The theory is that upper 
respiratory infections are caused 
bv an air-borne virus, she said. 
Any severe change in weather 
causes more outbreaks. 

Since most ill students do not 
report to the college nurse or 
dorm directors, college officials 
have no way of determining the 
number ill or the nature of their 
illnesses. “Absenteeism is the 
best criterion we have for judg¬ 
ing,” Young said. 

When ill students come to her 


office. Young tries to evaluate 
their illnesses, recommend med¬ 
ication and send the student back 
to his residence to rest. If he 
needs medical attention, she not¬ 
ifies his parents. 

Students with colds should 
ideally “stay home and not cough 
and spread it,” Young said. But 
realizing this is not always pos¬ 
sible, she suggests several pre¬ 
cautions: J | 

•Always cover your mouth and 
nose when coughing or sneezing. 

•Wash your hands frequently. 

•Use your own toiletries and 
towels. 

•Do not eat or drink after other 
people. 

•A high temperature indicates 
the need for medical help. Young 
said. “It is false economy to lie in 


the room and take patent medi¬ 
cine and not attend classes for 
which you or your parents have 
already paid.” 

Young offers the following do’s 
and don’ts for cold sufferers: 

Do: 

•get more bed rest than usual, 
•drink plenty of liquids. 

•dress warmly. 

•take a hot shower or bath on 
retiring. ' ^ : 

•consult her if running temp¬ 
erature. 

' Don’t: 

•eat or drink too much. 

•keep late hours. 

•linger in chilly rooms. 

•get your feet wet. 

•congregate with large num¬ 
bers of people.

Each place will be worth a 
certain number of points. At the 
end of the contest, the men’s 
team and the women's team 
which have accumulated the most 
points will each receive a trophy.

arena, as well as Rodeo Club 
members’ fathers will provide 
livestock for the events. 

To get to Wheeler Arena, Lewis 
said go out State Highway 155 
South to the blinking light. At the 
light, turn left on FM 2614. The 
arena is about one-fourth of a 
mile, on the left. 

Listed events entail: 

Boot race—The entrants’ boots 
are stacked at one end of the 


arena. When signaled, partici¬ 
pants must run from starting line, 
find their boots, put them on and 
run back across finish line. 

Egg race—a relay race run with 
eggs in spoons. 

Egg toss—Two teammates ad¬ 
vance toward a finish line with 
each successful toss of the egg. 
When both allotted eggs are 
broken, the team’s eliminated. 

Steer riding—Contestant must 
ride bucking steer as long as 
possible up to six seconds, after 
release from the chute. 

Calf decorating—catch calf, 
decorate, and finally bring him 
across finish line. 

Bull riding—bull is to be ridden 
as long as possible up to eight 
seconds. 


Wild cow milking—team 
catches cow and obtains a cupful 
of milk. When back across the 
finish line, participant must have 
at least enough milk to pour out. 

Steer saddling—after steers 
are turned loose in the arena, 
team members must saddle him 
and ride him back across finish 
line. 

Chute dogging—after steers 
come from chutes thev must be 
thrown in steer wrestling pro¬ 
cedure. 

Goat sacking—goats must be 
put in tow sack and brought back 
across finish line. 

Tug-o-war—teams of nine peo¬ 
ple will try to pull the other 
teams’ end of a 30-foot rope over 
a designated boundary.

14 give for faculty blood plan 


Participants in the Blood As¬ 
surance Program gave 14 units of 
blood to Stewart Blood Center, 
becoming members of the Blood 
Donors Assurance Plan. The plan 
was offered principally for faculty 
members. 

“Some students gave for the 
faculty members who were un- 
able to give,” college nurse 
Vivian Young said. .Some . could. . 


not give because of colds and 
other illnesses, thus causing a 

decrease from last year’s 23 

_ 

units. 

The plan assures the donor and 
his family that blood will be 
available to them if needed. For 
one unit of blood the donor can 
cover himself and his entire 
family for one year. A single 
donor is covered for two years. 


Upon a student’s first offense 
he will receive a warning ticket 
with a note explaining what 
parking rule was violated. This 
warning ticket is issued to give 
the student time to adjust to 
campus and parking regulations, 
Doggett explained. 

After four citations the college 
mails a letter asking the student 
to visit and explain his violations. 
When the student receives an 
additional citation his parking 
privileges are revoked. 

At $5 a citation, which is half 
what other colleges charge, Dog¬ 
gett said, TJC collects approxi¬ 
mately $320 a month. The money 
then goes into a general operating 
fund. 

Hewitt said cars are only being 
towed away when they park by or 
obstruct a fire lane or plug. This 
is done since the Tyler fire 
marshall enforces the law and 
TJC police must obey and tow the 
car. 

When this situation arises 
campus police must call a wrecker 
service and the car is towed by 
that service to its headquarters. 
The student must then go to 
headquarters and pay the wrecker 
fee to retrieve his car. 

Tvler city police also have the 
authority to tow cars if they find 
one parked near fire lanes or fire 
plugs. -- 

All students and faculty have 
been careful not to block lanes 
and in general everyone is doing a 
good, careful job of driving, 
Hewitt said. 

Parking problems also arise 
when a student is late for class 
and parks anywhere, sometimes 
in parking slots reserved for 
handicapped students, Hewitt 
said. 

A student who has a cast or 
uses crutches is allowed the use 
of the reserved spots, he explain¬ 
ed. ’ : v 

v 

Hewitt noted that when a 
student fails to park properly he 
may impede delivery trucks which 
stop at TJC daily. 

Campus police “work as hard 
for students as for teachers,” 
Hewitt said. “Students and 
teachers can avoid parking fines if 
they park correctly in areas 
designated for student and fac¬ 
ulty parking.” • •

Politically embarrassed by 
Washington’s refusal to honor the 
agreement, President Jose Lopez 
Portillo broke off negotiations.

Mexico was the seat of highly 
developed, ancient Indian civili¬ 
zations ’ when Cortez led the 
Spanish conquest in 1519. Span¬ 
ish holdings stretched southward 
from Georgia to California and 
extended as far north as Colo-

Population developed slowly 
into three groups: white, mestizo 
and Indian. The Indians did not 
mix easily. 

Friction between these groups, 
plus dissatisfaction with the po¬ 
litical power of the Church and 
with the Spanish mercantilist 
system which drained Mexico of 
its mineral wealth—all helped 
bring about the rebellion against 
Spain. 


Independence was achieved in 
1821. A period of selfish strife 
among leaders brought a series of 
presidents for the next several 
decades, with land problems and 
other social evils going unsolved. 

Mexico agreed to recognize 
Texas as a republic in 1845 if 
Texas would not join the Union. 
The United States annexed Texas 
as a state. The Mexican War 
ensued. 

American troops entered Mex¬ 
ico City Sept. 4, 1847, and 

remained until peace was restor¬ 
ed. 

The following year, the United 
States acquired by treaty more 
than half of Mexico’s territory. At 
that time Mexican -^territory 
reached to Oregon. Texas, of 
course, was already a state. 

Mexican resentment of the 
United States also partially stems 
from Mexico’s own educational 

system. .. 

• • 

In the Mexican schools today 
“the Mexican war’’ is still called 
“the unfair war,” or the “Amer¬ 
ican intervention.’’ 

Better relations between Mex¬ 
ico and the United States will 
develop through a keener know¬ 
ledge of each other’s country.
